be expected. 
Behner is cha rged with 
being the mounta in in the wa y of a n 
a mica ble settlem ent of the strike.

of 
loca l 
ministers, 
hea ded by the Rev. B. M. Ny ce, pa stor 
of the First Presby teria n church, ha s 
held repea ted conferences with the 
strikers in the hope of effecting a set­ 
tlement, a nd the ministers sa y tha t 
Behner is responsible for keeping the 
strike a live. 
Ma jor Genera l McKee 
hea rd of Behner’s presence here a nd 
inquired 
into 
his 
conduct. 
His 
speeches w’ey e a lso reported to the 
milita ry comma nder. 
Genera l McKee 
notified the civil a uthorities tha t a n 
investiga tion 
of 
Behner’s 
conduct 
should be ma de, a nd jha t if be stood

cr a settlem ent between) 
the compa ny a nd the men he should 
be deported or locked up. 
Ma y or Guthrie a nd other city offi 
cia ls visited Behner a nd he protested 
a ga inst being driven from Muncie. He! 
insisted tha t the men wished him t oj 
sta y in Muncie a nd a ssist them in 
their fight. 
The ministers deny this, 
a lthough the strikers decla re tha t the 
grea t cost to the sta te of keeping the 
militia here a nd the cost to the county 
of employ ing deputy sheriffs is ca us­ 
ing public sentiment to cry sta llize 
a ga inst the India na Union Tra ction 
compa ny a nd w ill compel the compa ny 
to settle the strike In their fa vor. 
Genera l McKee believes the men ca n 
effect a settlem ent with the compa ny , 
without the a ssista nce of outside pa r­ 
ties, a nd his order for the remova l of 
Behner will proba bly ha ve Its effect 
unless the city officia ls get him to de­ 
pa rt without interference on the pa rt 
of the militia .

Lyman J. Gage, ex-secretary o f th e 
treasury, in suggesting meth o ds fo r 
preventing future panics says: 
“Banks sh o uld be co mpelled to meet 
th eir co ntract o bligatio ns to pay o n de­ 
mand o r be wo und up. Befo re th is at 
present impo ssible co nditio n is exact­ 
ed, h o wever, legal facilities sh o uld be 
pro vided by wh ich th e po wer no w 
lacking sh o uld be supplied o r re-en­ 
fo rced.”

Fine Fuss Stirred Up. 
Th e incident o f Admiral Bro wuso n’s 
resignatio n h as stirred up a fine fuss in 
ih e administratio n department o f th e 
Davy. Outsiders are taking a baud in 
th e discussio n, and co ngress pro bably 
will devo te mo re o r less time to a co n­ 
sideratio n o f th e navy’s needs. 
Th e co untry at large h as disco vered 
th at th e navy is run by a bunch o f bu­ 
reaus with h eadquarters at Wash ing­ 
to n. with frequent clandestine quar­ 
rels between th e bureaus. 
No w a de­ 
mand arises th at bureaucracy be elimi- 
tated fo r th e go o d o f th e navy. 
Th e mo st surprising feature o f th e 
present co ntro versy Is o ne th at h as no 
direct co nnectio n with th e pro test o f 
Admiral Bro wnso n. 
It is an article In 
th e current issue o f a leading maga­ 
zine by Henry Reuterdah l, asso ciate 
o f th e United States naval institute, 
wh o undertakes to tell wh at o ur navy 
needs to make it an effective figh ting 
fo rce.

Th is puts American 
figh ting sh ips five years beh ind th e 
times. 
Mr. Reuterdah l declares th at 
th is Is so because th e bureau system 
“as at present co nstituted insists o n 
do ing all Its wo rk itself except in so me 
iso lated instances. Every little specifi- 
i catio n must be wo rked o ut by a bu­ 
reau. Th e taker o f a co utract in th e 
navy department canno t use bis brains 
at all. He must simply fo llo w o ut th ese 
specificatio ns mech anically.”

Co ming righ t o n th e h eels o f o ur glo ­ 
rio us fleet’s departure, th ese asto und- 
j ing criticisms v ere calculated to stir 
up a h o rnets nest, and th ey h ave do ne 
so . 
If o ur battlesh ips, wh ich co st us 
a matter o f $10,000,000 apiece, are o nly
